To Assign Full War Com- 
plement of Officers From 
Present Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, September 27.—Com. 
prehensive plans for creation of the 
organized reserve of the army on @ 
basis that will permit quick mobill- 
zation of more than four million 
fighting men have been prepared by 
the general staff. An outline of 
the preliminary steps now in prog- 
ress waS made public today by Act- 
ing Secretary Wainwright. 

The scheme which was developed 
under authority of congress, con- 
templated virtually no expenditures 
In its present stages, yet in opin- 
lon of Major General Harbord, act- 
ing chief of staff, would furnish 
the framework for mobilization of 
the nation in arms in a matter of 
weeks instead of months. 

Twenty-seven infantry divisions 
of the reserve are provided for, 
numbering from the 76th to the 
104th, thus preserving both in num- 
ber and the geographical location 
where each originated, the sixteen 
war-time national army divisions. 
The same territorial distribution as 
to armies and army corps areas is 
followed as in the regular army 
organization and the present struc- 
ture of the national guard. The re- 
sult will be to establish the three 
arms of the nationa] land defense 
forces on an identical basis with 
control decentralized from Wash- , 
ington for all three into the hands 
of the corps area commanders. 

To Assign Officers. 

The first step in perfecting the 
organized reserve will be to assign 
from the present officers’ reserve 
corps to the 27 reserve divisions, the 
full war strength complement of of- 
ficers, in all more than 46,000. It 
is expected this can be completed 
be July, when creation of the non- 
commission enlisted personnel, in- 
volving the selection of many thou- 
sands of men and their assignment 
to regiments, will be undertaken. 
Detailed plans in that regard have 
not been completed.

“IT am very reluctant to dismiss 
any case where any showing sup- 
porting the, charge whatsoever has 
been introduced.” Judge Lazarus 
announced, “and while I would 
listen to arguments if you gentle- 
men insist upon it, yet I would say 
in advance that I do not intend to 
dismiss this charge.” 

Judge Lazarus made it clear that 
he was not going on record now as 
whether Arbuckle would be held 
to answer for murder or for man- 
slaughter, but that undoubtedly he 
would hold him on some charge. 

A formal motion to dismiss the 
charge was made an@ formally de- 
nied. 

The hearing was then continued 
until 2 p. m. Wednesday.

The court 
handed down its decision in the case 
of the Town of Decatur and de- 
clared that this decision also is ef- 
fective in the College Park case. 
Bound By Contracts. 

In its decision the court held 
that if the contract between the 
power company and the two towns 
is void for the numerous conten- 
tions claimed by the company that 
the railroad commission alone has 
the right to change the fare on the 
two lines. It held that if the con- 
tracts are valid subsisting contracts 


the power company is bound by 
them, 

The decision was written by Judge 
Moses Wright, of Rome, who was 
sitting as one of the judges of the 
supreme bench, together with Judge 
Peter Meldrim, of Savananh, in 
Places of Justices Hill and Atkinson, 
who were disqualified, 

It was held that the Georgia 
Railway and Power company was 
without authority to fix rates which 
the plaintiffs in the court below 
sougut to have enjoined, and that 
consequeiutly the lower court did 
not err in granting an interlocutory 
injunctOn restraining the power 
company from increasing the fare 
from 95 cents to 7 cents. 

A short history of the c&se is set 
forth in the opinion. Im 1803 the 
Georgia Railway and Electric com- 
pany sought to tear up certain 
tracks of the Atianta Raiiroad com- 
pany in Decatur. The town of De- 
catur passed an ordinance May 3, 
1903, permitting the cOmpany to tear 
up these tracks, provided no greater 
fare than 5 cents should be charged 
from the terminus in Decatur to the 
terminus in Atlanta. Officials of 
the railway company ratified this 
ordinance, according to the opinion. 

Asked Higher Ratcs. 


In 1916, it was stated in the opin- 
ion, the Georgia Railway and Power 
company, lesssee of the Georgia 
Railway and. Electric company, 
asked permission of the state rail- 
read commission to increase its fare 
on the Decatur line. The railroad 
commission rejected the petition on 
the ground that it did not have. ju- 
risdiction over rates fixed by con- 
tract, under the act of August 23, 
1907, which prohibited the interfer- 
ence by the commission with vaHd 
contracts. The power company 
brought mandamns proceedings to 
|require the cOmmission to increase 
its rates, and the matter wag taken 
to the court. On an anpea! the su- 
premecourt ruled on the case and

Actual Walkouts, How- 
ever, Are Reported De- 
pendent on Grievance

Chicago, September 27. — The 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
186,000 strong, have voted over- 
wheimingly to strike because of 
Wage reductions, it was officially 
announced here late Tuesday by 
Vice President James Murdock. 

But it was learned by the United 
News from official sources that the 
organization has no intention of 
calling a general strike of its mem- 
bers and that the tying up of any 
railroad system anywhere in the 
country will be up to the general] 
grievance committee of the brother- 
hood on that particular road. 

While there may be walkouts on 
some lines, it was learned, it will be 
only in cases where the grievance 
committees on those lines have 
sanctioned it, and it {is understood 
that when President W. G. Lee, of 
the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, arrives here Wednesday, he 
will instruct the genera] chairman 
of each railroad, representing his 
organization, that sane judgment 
must be used in sanctioning strikes. 

Difficuit Situation. 

President Lee will face a difficult 
situation when he takes charge here 
Wednesday. He gave the men per- 
mission to strike if the vote was in 
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minguez shouted. 

Prior to this tilt Alice Blake and 
Zey Pyvron, dainty dancers, recit- 
ed an “eye-witness story of Arbuc- 
kle’s Labor day gin jollification.”

As Arbuckle and Miss Rappe were 
leaving, she herself jeft the room 
for a time, she testified. 

She described Mrs. Delmont kick- 
ing and pounding the door of the 
room in which Arbuckle and Miss 
Rapne had retired and crying: “Let 
me in.” 

Miss Biake said she left 
the room. 

She next saw Miss Rappe lying 
on Arbuckle’s bed. 

“She was nude,” she testified. 
“Her hair was down. She said she 
was dying. 

“I gave her a giass of hot bicar- 
bonate of soda. She threw it up.” 

“Mr. Fishbeéeck, Mr. Semnacher and 
Mr. Arbuckle came in. 

“Miss Rappe moaned, ‘I am dying, 
I am dying, He hurt me. 

“Mr. Arouckle told her to shut 
up or he would throw her out the 
window. He placed a piece of ice 
on her.” 

To save embarrassment Miss 
Blake was permitted to whisper to 
the judge and court reporter details 
of Arbuckle’s alleged torture of 
Miss Rappe with ice.

Famous Sculptor 
Visitor in City; 


To Address Clubs 


George Julian Zolnay, one of 
America’s great 6culptors and presi- 
dent of the Washington, D. C.. art 
club, ie in Atlanta, the guest of Mr. 
and Mrs. Marvin Underwood, He 
was given a luncheon Tuesday at the 
Capital City club by J. Lee Edwards. 

Mr. Zolnay will meet this morning 


at 11 o'clock with the Atlanta Art

This afternoon at 8 o’clock Mr. 
Zolnay will address the women’s 
federation at the clubhouse on 
Peachtree street, the time being 
set promptly at 3 o’clock as Mr. 
Zolnay leaves for Washington on 
the 4 o’clock train from the Peach- 
tree station. 

Mr. Zolnay inaugurated the. move- 
ment that led to the foundation of 
the St. Louis Art association, which 
built a $2,000,000 art museum. 

He is the creator of many noteu 
pieces of American sculpture, prom- 
inent among which the Winnie 
Davis memorial at Richmond, Va. 
He did the frieze on the Washing- 
ton High school, which is said to be 
one of the most beautiful pieces of 


the work of thie kind to be found in 
this country. 

Mr Zvolnay came to Atlanta from 
Nashville, where he has been for 
Some time in charge of the building 
of the great Parthenon museum, 
which is the centerpiece of Nash- 
ville’s park. 

It will be recalled that a replica 
of the Grecian Parthenon was built 
for the art exhibit of the Tennes- 
see Centennial exposition at Nash- 
Ville, the foundation being of solid 
stone, while the upper structure was 
of wood and plaster. The building 
attracted so much attention that the 
park commissioners of Nashville con- 
cluded to rebuild it as a permanent 
structure, All of the temporary 
work was torn down, and Mr. Zol- 
nay was put in charge of rebuilding 
on the stone foundation the replica 
of what he says is the most beau- 
tiful achievement ever created by 
the hands of man—the Athens Par- 
thenon. 

When completed, the. building in 
Nashville will be an exact duplicate 
of the original, including every de- 
tail, not only of architectural effect, 
but of frieze, decoration and struc- 
ture, The cost of the new bujlding 
Will be about $350,000 and it will 
be used as Nashville's art museum.

News of the death yesterday 
sishop Walter R. Lambuth, of the 
southern Methodist church, ? 
hospital at Yokohama, Japan, was 
received here today by relatives. 

The death of Bishop Lambuth fol- 
lowed an operation performed a 
few weeks ago. News of his death, 
however, was a great shock to his 
numerous friends here. His father, 
James William Lambuth, was a 
missionary, and is buried in Japan. 
It is not Known here whether the 
prelate’s body will be returned to 
this country, or be buried in the 
Urient, the scene of his life’s work. 

Bishop Lambuth was born in 
Shanghai, China, but educated in 
this country. His career began as 
a medical missionary from the 
Southern mange sg church in Chi- 
na, following his raduation from 
the Vanderbilt U ies es school of 
Medicine in 1877. Siace then his 
life has been given to the mission- 
ary interests of his enurch. In 1910 
he was elected bishop, and for years 
he had been recognized as one oft 
the leading figures in the mission- 
ary movement of the Christian 
world. One of his recent achieve- 
ments was the location of a Metho- 
dist mission in the Congo country, 
the first of his church tn Africa.

BONDS ACTIVE 
STOCKS ARE DULL 


New York, September 27.—Ex- 
tremely conflicting condition pre- 
vailed in the financial markets to- 
day. Stocks were dull and fre- 
quently reactionary, while bonds 
were very active, some of the Lib- 
erty and Victory issues amouning 
to new records for the year. 

These contrary movements were 
rendered more obscure by a stif- 
fening of money rates, rurther 
cross-currents in foreign exchange 
and mixed industrials, including the 
less promising labor outlook. 

Traders attacked the list from 
the outset on the increased demor- 
alization shown by German marks, 
with its implications regarding fu- 
ture reparations payments, ‘She pes- 
Simistic views of railway officials 
respecting labor’s attitude also fur- 
nished additional reasons for an ex- 
tension of short commitments. 

Hieaviness of foreign oils, espe- 
cially Mexican Petroleum, and pres- 
sure against atandard ‘raiis, with 
Pennsyivania as the main objective, 
helped to unsettle the general list. 
Steels, euuipments and various spe- 
cialties which owe their rise or fall 
to pools, also were lower in the-ab- 
sence of support. 

The few exceptions to the general 
trend included shippings, General 
Asphalt preferred, American Ice and 
miscellaneous issues of secondary 
importance. 

“all money opened at 5 per cent, 
but an unusually heavy inquiry 
forced the rate to 5% per cent at 
midday, holding at that figure for 
the remainder of the session. Time 
loans running into next year were 
made at 51% per cent. The fall of 
marks to a level where they were 
represented at a value of 8-10 of one 
cent affected central European re- 
mittances. Austrian, Polish and 
Czecho-Slovakian exchanges estab- 
lished minimum quotations. Sterling 
was firm, French, Belgian and Ital- 
ian bills eased, but Dutch and Swed- 
ish rates rose substantiallv.
